employers to deal or not to deal ” with 
Zen outside the plant. 


BODIES OF DEAD 
IN MANY FIELDS 
‘BACK HOME SOON 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—[Spe- 
gial.j]—The bodies of American soldie 
beuied in Italy, Belgium, Germany,

PAINT YOUR OWN PORCH. 
. Scotch Grove, la., Oct. 15.—[Editor of 
Tlie Tribune.}—The account of the porch 
painting and letters from union men 
have presented a phase of modern life 
and affairs that is startling. On Deco- 
ration day I was speaking with the 
man who gave the address on general 
conditions of our country. He said: 
“The greatest menace to our national 
life is the labor question.” I did. not 
see just how that could be; but these 
instances cited in your columns, with 
other things I have seen and heard, be- 
gin to let in the lurid Nght. | 
‘‘ All wealth is labor and nothing om 
when Murphy painted his own job he 
stole the laboring man’s wealth,” says 
one. The attempted reasoning in this 
reminds one of what Dr. O. W. Holmes 
spoke of—" a little man with a big idea.” 
Also of the Red ruin in Russia and other 
places where little men have by force 
of numbers and arms ruled. I know 
that our nation was born of revolution, 
but the government established is ever- 


lasting evidence that not hands, but 
brains and hearts, did the thinking and 
planning.
